~ AMERICAN ARISTOCRACY. 


Everybody a Duke or Nobleman Who Can 
Pay For It. 


Searching the Pedigree to Find a Fitting Crest 
—The Crested and Mottoed Aristocra- 
cy of Murray Hill—New York's 
College of Heraldry. 


| From the New York Star.] 

There is an old signboard in William strect, 
near Frankfort, containing the curious an- 
nouncement. Arms Found and Engraved.’’ 

„May I inquire the meaning of your sign- 
board!“ asked a reporter for the Star, as he 
entered the store. 

The meaning? I am a professor of heraldry 
—hunting up family crests for people—and I 
also do the engraving on carriages and silver 
plate. 

But have you not found the wrong conti- 
nent for a business of that sort?’’ 

Oh, no; my trade is quite lucrative here 
in New York. I began in England, studying 
heraldry there for many years. I had a dozen 
competitors there, but not a solitary one here. 
You see there sprang upa craze among Amer- 
ican families, some time ago, for aristocratic 
distinction in the way of old family ar ms and 
crests dating from their European ancestors. 
1 took advantage of that event, and have had 
my hands full to satisfy my new-found aristo- 
crats ever sinee.’’ 

Have you found many New Yorkers enti- 


| tled to wear arms!“ 


& surprising number. There are gentle— 
men in this city entitled to wear ducal coro- 
nets. The eldest child in a knighted family 
is just as much entitled to wear the arms 
abroad as at home. The younger children 
cannot legally do so. Here are some heraldic 
emblems that do credit to any family in the 
wearing. 

A showease full of queer designs was 
thrown open by the proprietor for inspection. 
It contained metallic duplicates of the crasts 
of several royal families, including those of 
Guelph (Queen Victoria), Stuart and Bona- 
parte. Ihe designs are fashioned from wood, 
silk, gold, silver and bronze. Taose of high 
degree are ornamented by supporters, or 
male figures on either side of a grouping. 
Next in importance come arms of patronage, 
of succession, and of adoption. The three 
last date back to conquests of the crusaders in 
the Holy Land, and to wars among the clans 
of Scotland. 

ow do you go to work to establish a per- 
son’s right to heraldic honors’’ was next 
asked. 

“First by getting out the genealogical 
‘tree.’ Then send orders to my agent in 
London, Paris or Vienna to search parish reg- 
isters fof aristocratic tracings. You know, a 
nobleman in ‘ye olden time’ always display- 
ed his arms, provided they were honorable, 
on bis houses, coaches, and even pews and 
church boeks. In cases where illegitimacy 
ever stsined a noble family a ‘bar’ had to be 
worn diagonally across every shield and crest. 
As this frequently happened and it became 
polices forthe heirs to conceal the family em- 
biems, we sometimes get bafflcedin our search. 
But sometimes a stray letter, a teaspoon hid- 
den away ina closet, or a piece of buried 
armor will fillup the gap and güde me to a 
correct delmeation of a New York gentie- 
man’s arms.“

In further conversation with the old pro- 
fessor, it was ascertained that Gov. Van Zandt, 
of Rhode Island, is an unconscious scion of a 
great Dutch family that once laid pretense to 
the throne of the Netherlands. The Scheffelin 
Brothers, of Wiliam street,are German barons. 
The eidest sons of the Pierrepont family, of 
this city, are quasi-English noblemen. James 
Mertimer, aclerk in a dry goods store on 
Eighth avenue, is entitled to wear royal arms, 
with the single exception of the exclusive 
supporters.“ Ogden Edwards nas lately re- 
ceived a device froman English engraver, 
showing the prettiest crest in the whole range 
of heraldry. It consists of a miniature coro- 
net, underiined with fleur-de-lis, a-scarp and 
mullet of gold. The contrast between meta! 
and cloth is elegantly maintained, as required 
hy the best usages of noble families.

PUBLIC OPLNION. 
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On River Improvements. 
Sr. Louis, October 27. 
To the. Editor of the Post-Dispaich: 

The citizens of this creat valley are not pre- 
pared to see the commerce and trade of the 
Mississippiand its tributaries wrecked and 
ruined by a system of navigation unwarrant- 
ed by the rules of economy. Why should it 
not be conducted in a manner both profitable 
to the investor and satisfacfory to the ship- 
pers and traveling public. We are all di- 
rectly interested in this one 
great object of cheap, fast and 
proper transportation. This end can 
alone be attained by boats built to suit the 
precise trade in Which they run. This requires 
an amount of skill and knowledge on the part 
of the architect that talent and experience 
can alone give. It is folly to say that a boat- 
man, With business capacity and thorough 


knowledge of his eo in running a boat, 
has any practical experience of what is re- 
quired in planning a vessel; nor can we rely 
upon the builder for this knowledge. He, 
too, lacks the requirements necessary to plan 
the boat required for a particular trade. There 
are too many instances of failures on the part 
of steamboatmen and builders to doubt this 
clearly-establisbed fact. It would not be proper 
for me to point them out, as I prefer not be- 
ing personal in anything contained in this ar- 
ticle, but to use my endeavors to persuade 
river men to adopt this unerring 2 
of proper boats for particular trades. Why 
should we continue to commit fault after 
fault, until there will be nothing left of 
profitable traffic by these great rivers?

Answer to Some Lovers of Language.”

GENTLEMEN:—By the ‘‘etymologie ques- 
tions’’ the other day proposed to me in 
this paper, you bestowed on me more honor 
and confidence in my linguistic knowledge 
than I perhaps really deserve.

The Phrygiansand the Celts 
are said to have so named this continent, be- 
cause the ape was the first and most important 
conspicuous animal which there eaught the 
eyes of the first sea-farcrs.

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The Cabinet-Makers Demand an Increase 
of Wages. 


The Bosses Discussing the Situation Views of 
Both Parties. 


The cabinet-makers are preparing to go on 

a strike for an increase of fifteen per cent on 
the wages thev are at present receiving. The 
strike willbe a general one, and the non- 
union men will co-operate with the trade 
union men, thus effecting an organization 
that will be the strongest of any ever pro- 
in this city. For several 

months the subject of a strike 
bas been under discussion, and every 
minor detail has been taken up and weighed 
well, and the result is ali are in readiness to 
quit work on next Saturday if the bosses re- 
fuse toaccede to the asked-for increase of 
wages. The strike will not be a riotous one, 
but quiet in everv essential, the cabinet- 
makers only ceasing work until their demand 


is complied with. 


A meeting was held at Vorwaerts Hall, on 
the corner of Broadway and Chambers street, 
last evening by the cabinet-makers for the 
purpose of agreeing upona plan of action, 
the attendance numbering between 15) and 
4“) workmen. While a number of labor agi- 
tators were present they were allowed but lit- 
tle voice in the proceedings, which were 
barmonious and business-like throughout. A 
resolution Was unanimously adopted that all 
workers in furniture should demand an in- 
crease in wages of fifteen per cent, to take ef- 
fect on the Ist of next month, and that if the 
asked-for increase was not promised all the 
bench, machine and varnishing 
bands at all the different furniture 
and cabinet factories in the city 
should go out of the factories and shops and 
cease work until the demanded ad- 
vance was forthcoming. All workmen receiy- 
ing their demands and continuing their labors 
should pay an assessment of five per cent to- 
wards supporting the strikers.

An Important Decision to Catholics.

A recent decision of the Supreme Court ot 
Pennsvivania is of considerabie interest to the 
Catholic clergy of the country. Rev. Mr. Stack, 
al pastor of the Church of the Anasunciation in 
Williamsport, was summarily removed from 
his charge by the Catholic Bishop, and forbid- 
dento use his priestly functions, without any 
statement of reason or opportunity to be 
heard. The priest applied te the local court of 
Common Neas for an injunction against Bishop 
O'Hara anda decree reinstating him in his 
pastorate. Tne Common Pieas decided in his 
favor and that the act of the Bishop was unlaw- 
ful, but, acting in aspirit of compromise, re 
fused to reinstate Father Stack. Bishop O’ Hara 
then took the case up to the Superior 
Court of the State; that also decided against 
him.

MISSOURI LEAD. 


Description of the Mines in Washin 
ton County—The Cost of a Miner’s 
Outfit, Ete., Etc. 

About fifteen miles west of Potosi, the 
county seat of Washington county, and about 
eighty miles distant from St. Louis, are what 
are known as the Palmer Lead Mines. These 
mines are worked something after this man- 
ner: The man who wants to dig for lead goes 
to the manager of the company at Palmer and 
gets a permit to mine on the company’s land. 
They stake him off a tract and the miner gets 
hima shovel costing about $1 50, a tub at 
about $250, a rope $3 25, a pick $1 B, and 
gees to work. In most cases lead is found at 
a depth of twenty-five or thirty feet, some- 
times it is deeper—forty or fifty feet; frequent- 
ly it is found very near the surface. Shallow 
mineral is often found in the very grass 
roots. Of course, all do not find mineral at 
once; but it is only a question of perseverance 
and industry. All findit in time in paying 
quantities. 

As soon as he does find it, it is taken to the 
surface and cleaned. Two men can, with a 
to ir prospect, take off a thousand pounds a 
day. This ore is then weiched on the spot. 
The miner gets a receipt for it, and can get 
his money for it at once at the company’s 
office. Nostore pay or scrip—all cash; and 
the miner’s price for his mineral is governed 
by the lead market. At present, the ore is 
advancing in price rapidly. The miner gets 


a house furnished him free of charge on the 


company’s land, and ali the ground 
he wants, rent free, to raise what 
farm produce or vegetables he chooses, and 
he gets the privilege’ to cut all the wood he 
wants on the company’s land free ef charge 
—so that he has absolutely no expense but to 
buy his provisions, which can be bought there 
as cheaply as in St. Louis, and he need not 
be idle a day. It requires no special know!l- 
edge for this work. Any man that can use a 
pick and shovel can doit successfully. Boys 
frequently make large sums of money by dig- 
ging ore in shallow holes.

THE DAWN OF BETTER TIMES, 
{Robert G. Perter, 2 Review for Novem- 


The general stimulus in foreign trade has its 
bearing in an inquiry of this sort, and cannot 
be overlooked. For more than four-score 
years the excess of imports over exports has 
kept drawing out a long balance of our nation- 
al account against us, until in 1875 the total 
reached $1.728.637,547. Within the last three 
years the tide has turned, and the balante fs 
now $488,582,639 in our favor. It would seem 
from this, that with the return of prosperous 
t mes at home, we have entered ona newera in 
our export trade. It is a well-known 
fact that American cutlery is sold in Sbeffleld 
ten per cent cheaper than it can be manufac- 
tured there. It has been shown in this article 
that our cotton goods are sold in Manchester, 
a city which has held the supremacy of the 
world in cottons, for half acent a pound 
cheaper than the same quality can be pro- 
duced in that city. Our coals are sold in 
Newcastle, and one enterprising American 
gives away a stove with every ton of Amert- 
can coal. American street-cars are sold in 
New Zealand, and our locomotives find a 
ready market in Italy. The English war- 
oftice uses Americ&n locks, while Continental! 
post- offices have introduced the 
Yale lock-box. Russia has declared 
American scales the standard scales of me 
Empire. We have invaded the German mar- 
kets with our nickel plating, and the Prince of 
Wales, in purchasing American plate for his 
own use, reminded the British dealer that in 
at least one ‘‘high industrial art’’ he had 
found a new competitor. Bottled product 
of St. Louis and Milwaukee distilleries tri- 
umphed over Bass, MeGuinness and one hun- 
dred brewers of Austria aud Bavaria at Paris, 
while a Philadelphia firm captured the grand 
prize for lager beer in, casks. All 
these statements are supported by the 
best authorities, and may afford some 
explanation of the enormous increase in our 
export trade. The total amount of domestic 
merchandise exported during the year ending 
Jure 30, 1878, was S580,683,798; the amount 
of foreign merchandise exported for the same 
period was $14,154,698; total, foreign and do- 
mestic, 594, , 40% This shows an increase 
since 1875 of $488,582,539. The domestic ex- 
ports consist of about eighty per cent of raw 
materials and agricultural products,and about 
twenty per cent ($136,000,000 worth) of man- 
ufactured goods, 

With these facts before them, well may 
those in high official position publicly declare 
that for the frst time our manufactures are 
assuming international proportions. At a 
time of universal depression we have met 
those nations which held a monopoly of the 
world’s markets, met them in their strong- 
holds, and established the fact that American 
manufactures are second to the manufactures 
of no other nation; and that, with a proper 
and patriotic understanding between capital- 
ists and laborers, we can command a fairshare 
of the buying world’s patronage, and com- 
mand that patronage with larger profits 

capitalists and higher wages 
laborer than can be made 
or paid in any other country. It is the im- 
proved methods, inerease of capital, and 
greater resources that will give the United 
States the advantage over foreign competi- 
tors. The item of cheap labor is by itself an 
impediment to our success. For economic 
as wellas moral and political reasons, we 
ean not afford to have our Jabor as poorly 
paid as is the labor of England. Degrade 
labor. and the prosperity of the country is 
interrupted: the injury is greater than the 
vain. Fair wages are conducive to prosperi- 
tv; low Wages mean por food, seanty cloth- 
ing, impoverished homes. No true Ameri- 
can desires to compete with foreign counirics 
at such a cost. 

A glance at the following table shows that 
the rates of wages in the United States, 
roughly estimated, are more than twice thos» 
in Belgium; three time those in Denmark, 
France and Germany; onee and a haft those 
in England and Scotland; and more than 
three times those in Italy and Spain. It is 
impossible within the limits of this article to 
vive in detail the prices of the necessaries of 
life in the various countries represented in 
the tabulated siatement already given. The 
report issued from the State Department im- 
dicates thatthe cost of living is less in the 
United States than in any of the coun- 
tries reported. Europe cannot pur- 
chase the necessaries of life, which are com- 
mon to the Awerican working people, so low 
asthe same can be purchased in the United 
States. For example, the price of food in 
Great Britain, according to the tigures fur- 
nished by the Consuls, is fully 2 per cent 
higher than at New York, and 50 per cent 
higher than at Chicago. Fresh meat in Eu- 
gland is put down at fifteen to twenty-six 
cents per pound, against twelve to sixteen 
cents at New York, and eight to thirteen at 
Chicago. Perhaps the most striking picture 
of the comparative condition of the Americin 
workingman and of bis fellow laborer abroad 
may be bad by a comparison of his condition 
in New York city and in the City of Brussels. 
The following table will show the weekly 
wages paid in Belgium compared with those 
paid in New York:

First of all the ex-President, 
General Grant,has a very considerable follow- 
ing. but he persists in his determination not 
to pose as a candidate. Mr. Blaine poses as 
the defender of the national unity, which he 
believes to be menaced by thenew movement 
of State rights: he is the champion of the 
union ofthe races, and he aflirms that the 
only way to save the rights of the people 
is to follow the system of General Grant, see- 
ing that the conciliatory polfe of the present 
President has only encouraged the aristocratic 
and secessionist tendencies of the whites at 
the South. 

The position of Mr. Conkling differs little 
from that ef Mr. Blaine. tle does not enjoy a 
grea” popularity, but he has a preponderating 
intluenee in the State of New York.

The second day's proceedings in the trial of 
Alanson R. Wakefield tog perjury commence: 
‘thie morning in the Criminal Court shortly 
after ten o'clock. Wakefield, it will be remein- 
bered, was indicted by the grand jury—the now 
celebrated Big Twelve—at the last March term. 
The investigations by the grand jury of {the ru- 
mors that were rampant of corruption and bri- 
very inthe Police Board were undertaken at the 

specific direction of the court, 

The charge of porjury ts based upon Wake 
field's testimony betore the inquisitorial tri- 
bunal. Heswore that he never received any 
money from Robert C. Pate, of gambling noto 

ty, for giving him information of intended 
Police raids nor forthe purpose of paying it 
‘Over to any member of the Police Board. He 
further swore that all the money he had col- 
lected from Pate was received by him 
in payment of his professional services as at- 
torney to Pate. 

This evidence of Wakefield was flatly contra- 
dicted bythe testimony of Pate himseſt, and 
several other witnesses, who swore distinctly 
that Wakefield always procured timely infor- 
mation of the raids which the police purposed 
making, and always gave late due warning, 80 
that he might be prepared to receive the 
lune coated minions ot the law, and thus Pate 
Was enabled to run his keno house successful- 
ly. Wakefield admitted that he obtained fifty 
per cent ot the profits of Pate’s keno estab- 
lishment, but he swore that this sum was 
paid him for purely professional services. 
Wakefield's office was under the Grand Opera- 

ouse, and he called himself attorney-at-law, 
Dut his legal abilities, so far as the 
public knew, were only called into 
requisition by Pato. At any rate Wakefield 
has never appeared in the courts to represent 


any clients. 

After the taking ot alithe evidence relating 
to the alleged corruption of certain Police Com- 
inissioners by the gamblers, the grand jury re 
turned an jndictment of purjury against Wake- 
field that be did ‘‘falsely, willfully, corruptly 
and feloniously — felonies and 
corrupt perjury. ’* A warrant was 
issued for the arrest of Wakefiela, but he was 
not to betound. He hadtaken an opportune 
tip to his farm in Kansas, where he remained 
until he had arranged for his bail. Everything 
being settled satistactorily, he returned one 
Saturday evening, and with his poneomnn. I. 
M. Smit, presented himself befere Judge 
Laughlin, who deemed his surety sufheient, 
and Wakefield was allowed te depart. 

The case was eet for trial last week, but was 
laid over until yesterday, when a jury was em. 
paneled and several witnesses examined. The

Mr. Pate testified that he owned a stock farm, 
but that for eight years he bad been interested 
ina gambling house and saloon at No. 12 North 
Fourth street. iiad known Wakefield tor ten 
Or twelve years. Witness had becn engage 
inthe gambling business up to last month. 
He had an agreement with Wakefleld in 1575. 
He had met Wakefield and an arrangement 
was made by which he (witness) was torun a 
keno house, and he was to pav 50” percent to 
Waketield—25 per cent to Wakefield and 25 
per cent toa friend o his—and $400 a month 
tor a friend Of his, a member ot the l’olice 
Hoard, tor giving him protection and netice ot 
the raids. The other 50 percent was 25 per 
cent for witness and 25 per cent for Capt. 
Thorwegan. 

There were some variations in the arrange- 
ment up to 1s7s. 

Wakefield had no property in the house; 
never put any capital into it. o had this in 
terest conceded to him on his representations, 

The witness was asked to explain the advant- 
ages he derived from this arrange ment, but 
the question was objected to and the objection 
sustained. 

Witifess had paid Waketield $800, $1,000 and 
$1,400 amonth. He paid the money, not for 
legal services, but as arranged in this agree 
ment 

Wakefield said it would not be policy for him 
to come to witnessin person and inform him 
of the raids, so he arrangedto send wordbya 
Mr. Curtis, who was acting at that time as 
cashier of witness’ establishment. Curtis had 
no interest then in the establishment. Priorto 
witness’ arrangement with Wakeficld he had 
an arrangement with Sith, Curtis and Thor- 
wegan, and Curtis then had an interest in 
the business for about ten days. Mr. Pate was 
about to relate how the information was con- 
veyed to him, but he was stopped by Mr.

The Court afterwards allowed the question to 
be put. Mr. Pate said Wakeficid was to inake 
his arrangements with Curtis,who brought him 
word. 

Mr. Jonnsyn inquired whether the witness 
had received notice ol contewplated raids in 
pursuance of this agreement. 

Mr. Cline objected and the Court sustained 

the objection. 

The question was at last allowed to be put 
ina different form, and Mr. Pate said be did 
receive information and direct trom Wakefield, 
shortiy after Armstrong was appointed to the 
Senate, and when John G. Priest became vice 
President of the Beard. Wakefield told him 
then thataraid wae to be made, and told him 
to close up as his ‘riend did not want Priest to 
get the credit of closing him up. The 
iriend ‘Wakefield named was Nideiet.

It appears thatthe woman, who for 
the past twenty years has passed as a man 
under the name of Edward De Lacy Evans, 
has married three different women. The se- 
cret of her disguised sex has never been even 
suspected, although she worked continu- 
ously as a miner for many years, 
and had been following this occupation 
in Sandhurst, where she was an or- 
dinary wages man, breaking quartz and 
doing her work with the best of the other 
workmen at several mines. She might pos- 
sibly have carried on the fraud unsuspected 
to the end of her days, but for the fact 
that a few weeks ago she began toshow symp- 
toms of insanity, Which gradually became 
more pronounced. Some filteen months ago 
the womah between whom and the supposed 
manthe form of marriage had been gone 
through gave birth to a child. This is strange, 
asthe statement undoubtedly is that this 
woman, passing as Evans’ wife, stoutly main- 
tained that she never knew the secret of 
ber resumed husband’s sex. Since the 
child’s birth Evans has lapsed into an absent- 
minde 4 and lethargic condition and seemed to 
have lost all heart for work. On July the 22d 

Evans was admitted to the hospital as a luna- 

tic. The hospital records of the occurrence 

ran as follows: Edward De Lacy Evans, 
male, married, admitted July 22; mative of 

Kilkenny, Ireland; religion, Church of Eug, 

land. Dangerous to others; demented. 

On the day of admission the attendants, as 

usual, proceeded to give him“ a bath.

**He’’ was captured and brought back next 

day. lie“ remained in hospital six weeks, 

during which «a warder slept in the room 
every night without 


discovering the secret. 
She says she was born at Paris, others say 
she is a native ofJersey, while the bospital 
record gives Kilkenny as her birthplace. She 
speaks with an Irish uecent and claimed to be 
a nephew of the late Gen. Sir Charles De Lacy 
Evans. Dr. l’oland, resident surgeon at the 
Bendigo Hospital, having examined . Evans, 
states that she herself has had one or 
more children. 3 rumored that 
Evans Was married several years ago in Mel- 
bourue, but regarding this evidence is not 
complete. One of the nurses at present at 
Bendigo Hospital says she can almost posi- 
tively identify Evaus as a passenger who came 
out in the ship Ocean Monarch twenty years 
ago. The girl, for this interesting character 
was then of girlish appearance, went under 
the name of Ellen Germanic. A singular fea- 
ture of the storv is that the nurse in question 
states that the girl had with he ron the ship a 
box bearing the name Edward De 
Lacy.’ The girl on arrival in 
Victoria went up country, and the 
next the nurse heard was that she had sent 
for the box and had married a fellow-passen- 
ger.

Accepting tuis as 
correct, she is now about thirty-nine. The 
certificate shows that the bridegroom's father 
was Edward J. De Lacy Evans, police migis- 
trate, andthat “his’’ mother’s name was Ann 
Dora Vaughan, a Welsh woman. The inaiden 
name of Evans’ present Wife was Julia Mar- 
quand. She states that she was twenty-five 
years of ave When the marriage geremony Was 
per formed, aud first became requ d with 
Evans through her sister having | 
a friend of his former wife.

Evans, however, induced co to Balla- 
rat wih him. ihe ‘riage took place 
there. For a fortnight after they were mar— 
ried they lived ately, she residing at 
hotel: subsequently they lived together. ln 
appearance the man personator is feminine a- 
regards the formation of features, but carries 
a decidedly masculine expression, though her 
face is devoid of hair as an inkaut's. She is 
rather sbort of stature, varded as a man, 
being about 5 fect inches or 5 feet 5 inches. 
lier hair since her continement in the hos- 
pital has grown almost to her shoulders. 
some time ago she met with an accidentin 
the mine in which she was working, and 
thereby sustained a severe wound on her 
head. The doctor who attended her never 
had the slightest suspicion of hersex. The 
same gentleman was afterwards called into 
attend Evans while she was suffering from a 
dangerous attack of fever, but then again the 
imposition escaped detection. Mar- 
quand, the young lady with whom one mar- 
riage was celebrated, says that Evans repre- 
sented to her that he“ had two children by 
his former wife in France, and that these had 
been sent to Ireland. Two gentlemen visited 
her soon after the case was made known at 
Sandhurst. ‘To them she said in reply to in- 
terrogations: Oh, it's aliover now; you may 
as Well finish me at once.“

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EDUCATIONAL COMPARISONS. 
The Difference in Cost of the New York 
and London Schools. 

[From the New York Times! 

Some interesting contrasts are offered by a 
comparison of the just issued report of 
London (England) School Board with the re- 
port of the Board of Lducation of this city for 
The total aver attendance in 
507, and in this city, includ- 
ing all grades of schools, Was 139,650. The 
total teaching force in Londonis not given, 
but the average number of pupils to each in- 
structor appears to be about thirty, which 
would give a total of 11,685 teachers. In New 
York, each of the 382 male teachers and 2,8 
female teachers are expected to care for about 
forty pupils. The highest salary paid, to a 
male teacher, in New York, is $3,000, and 
the lowest, toa woman, $400. The average 
ealary, including all grades of 
about 8750, and in the grammar and primary 
schools is about 3100 less. The range of Sal- 
aries is not given for London, but the average 
earning is £132, while the 
average school mistress receives only £101. 
So it would seem that the teachers of New 
York are both harder worked and better paid. 
The cost of cach scholar to the taxpayers of 
New York was $5105 inthe grammar schools, 
and $15 20 in the primary sehools. In Lon- 
don the gross cost per head was about $14, or 
£2 lis 6d. In both cities the total accommo- 
dations are insufficient (in London 70,000 
children, in a total school census of 689,98 
children, are without accommodations of any 
kind), and in both cities also the evil is made 
worse by a bad local distribution of such 
schools as exist. In comparing these figures, 
the ratio of the total populations of the two 
cities may be taken at ab Put ¢ one to four.

the opinion says: Where the law, either 

common or statutory, establishes by a general 
ruse Ghat a thing isa nuisance, the clause in 
thecity ordinances relating to the abating of 
mutseances has its proper application, and the 
decision of the Board is final; but the power 
‘eo deciare and abate nuisances’’ does not 
confer the power to declare and abate as a 
@muivance what may not be such. Any dweiling 
Monte may be so kept as to OD 

a nuisance, but in case of a dwelling 
house the fact of nuisance 15 not 
to be ultimately setticd by the say so of the 
Board. No such power of confiscation, 
without any judicial ascertaſumentof the fact, 
is given by the charter; nor was it intended 
that what in case vi one man might be pro- 
nounced anuisance answering a destruction 
of business or property should in cave ol 
wnother be pronounced none.
